VICTORIOUS PATRIOTS 



Havana, via Key West, Sept. 12. - 
The sensation caused by the news of 
the capture of Victoria de Las Luuas 
by Geu. Garcia was not yet over in 
Havana when another report came 
which made the loyal Spaniards in 
the capital shiver. 

The important town of Consolacion 
del Sur, in Pinar del Rio Province, 
was attacked three days ago by the 
insurgents and the wbole garrisou, 
composed of 200 volunteers from Ha- 
vana, slain by the revolutionists. As 
soon bb the terrible work was done 
the insurgents left the town. A 
strong Spanish columu which arrived 
some hours afterwanl buried the 
bodies' of tbe volunteers. The insur- 
gents did not do much damage to the 
town, but destroyed a great tobacco 
plantation in the neighborhood and 
took away all the cattle. 

The garrison of the town had been 
marked for death by the insurgents 
for a long time. They were consid- 
ered deserters from the Cuban army, 
most of them being native Cubans, 
who got good pay from Gen. Weyler 
aud were especially employed because 
of their knowledge of tbe country, be 
ing associates of tbe Spanish guerril- 
las iu raiding the Cuban hospitals all 
around that neighborhood. The 
town was takeu by storm, the sudden 
attack of the insurgents surprising 
the garrisou, which made but little 
resistance. 

Another train has been blown up 
with dynamite by the insurgents be 
tweeu Paso Real aud Herradura, 
Pinar del ftio Province. Seven Span- 
killed and fifteen 
y. Also six civil 
ided and eight pas- 
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province, 

the Spanish battalion of San Martial 
had a hot engagement on Thursday 
last with the insurgents under Geu. 
Juan Duucase, with heavy losses on 
both sides. The SpaniBh commander 
however, reports only twelve killed 
and tweuty-niue wounded of his 
troops. The Cubans claim to have 
captured a large amount of arms aud 
ammunition from the Spanish. 

In the two days' bombardment of 
Las Lunas, 325 Spanish soldiers ware 
killed. The exact number of pris- 
oners held by Gen. Garcia was only 
Beventy five. The garrison was com- 
posed of 1,500 men aud not 300. All 
the garrison but the seveuty five held 
for exchange were disarmed and pa- 
roled immediately alter the surrender 
iug. The seveaty-five were ex- 
changed for Cuban prisoners as has 
been told. The forts destroyed 
the Cubans were twelve. Two Ki 
guns, 1,000 shells, 150 boxes of 
cartridges, 1,000 rifles aud provisions 
enough to last his army oue mouth 
wpre captured by Geu. Garcia. 



MASSACRE OF MINERS- 



MltM, P«., Sept. II — Tbe acr- 
tragedy that has startled a na- 
tiou and once again staiued the soil 
of Pennsylvania with innocent blood 
spilled by mercenaries occurred late 
yesterday afternoon in the outskirts 
of Latimer, the mining suburb of thie 
city. 

The strikers, to the number of 150 . 
left Hazeltou at 3:30 o'cloak yester- 
day afternoon, announcing tbeir in- 
tention to go to Latimer. As soon as 
this became known, a baud of depu- 
ties loaded on a trolley ear, went 
whirling across the mountain to the 
scene where the bloody conflict fol- 
After reaching Latimer they 
left the car and formed into three 
companies under Thomas Hall E. A 
Hess and Samuel B. Price. 

They drew up in a line at the edgs 
of the village, with a fence and a line 
of houses in their rear. Sheriff Mar- 
tin was in entire command and stood 
in front of the Hue until the strikers 
pproached. They were seen coming, 
across the ridge, aud Martin went to 
meet them. 

The men drew up and listened in 
sullen silence until he had once more 
read the riot act. This finished, 
low muttering arose among the 
foreigners and there was a slight 
movement forward. 

Perceiving this the sheriff forbade 
them to advance. Some one struck 
the sheriff. The next moment there

There is stroug 
reason to fear a conflict between the 
strikers aud the military to morrow 
aud there is au indication that from 
5,000 to 7,000 more miners will join 
the malcontents. 

Feeling continues high against 
Sheriff Martin and his deputies, and 
the intensity of the situation is 
such that a suddeu turu of the bead 
or a word spoken above the ordiuary 
tone brings a running crowd. The 
soldiers are watchful and ready for 



any emergency, and the people are in 
a state which may easily become 
panic. 

Clement Ploplslack, aged thirty- 
three years, one of the strikers who 
was injured in Friday's riot, died late 
tonight, makiug the twenty-third 
death. 

The friends of the murdered men 
have prepared to make demonstra- 
tions at the funeral of ten of the vic- 
tims to day.

Murder of His Family and Tribtamen 
and Hia Terrible Revenge. 

la the spring of lTfel there ap- 
peared in Jefferson county, 0., one of 
the most remarkable men in the his- 
Lory of tlio country— Logan, the 
Mingo chief. He was born in 1730 
near Slinmokin. I'a. On coming to 
county lie lived for a time at the 
so ! own. Logan arai a man of fine 
'one. Heel -footed and of power- 
pndurancc. a magnificent speci- 
men of his race, lie loved white peo- 
ple as he did his own race. In 1774 
Logan and his followers on a hunting 
dition encamped at the mouth of 
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It wa3 the habit of the Indians to go 
to the Baker tavern every day for 
whisky. Greathouse ami his com- 
rades secreted themselves about the 
tavern one day when a number of war- 
riors came over, bringing women and 
children with them. Baker gave the 
Indians all the whisky they could 
drink, and when they were drunk 
signaled to the white men in ambush. 
A moment later and the work of 
laughter was liegun. 

Every Indian was killed and scalped 
xcept one little girl. The women 
were ripped open, and the body of 
Logan's sister stuck up on a pole. 
Logan's brother. John Petty, and the 
rest of his kindred were among the 
nurdered. The heart of the noble 
■liicf was broken. He buried the 
lodies of his dead; then, gathering 
about him the remnant of his band, 
Logan, the friend of the white man, 
ivent forth to seek revenge, and thai 
•evenge was terrible. How many vic- 
inu were sacrifieed to it no one 
knows, but it is said that Logan an- 
nounced that he would take ten scalps 
for even - one of his people who was 
murdered. A few days before the bat- 
tle of Point Pleasant, in speaking of 
his troubles, Logan said his revenge 
had been satisfied, and, although lie 
was at peace With himself and the 
white men, yet he would not forsake 
his people who had arisen to avenge 
his wrongs; and he. with Corn-talk, 
led them at the bloody battle of Point

»t any point form tJio Grand Canyon 
jf the Colorado. The mineral is cop- 
per, and is more widely diffused than 
in any other of the mineral districts 
of Arizona. For the distance of 15 
mile* south of the canyon the lime 
.rocks of the country are permeated 
'with copper ore in carbonado form, 
ind several hundred locations now 
cover almost every cropping that 
ihowi the presence of copper or its 
attendant iron. 
For years it has been known Unit. 
W great deposits of sulphuritic copper 

^ ores lie far down in the mil. or re 

depths of the Grand canyon. Theores 
from the Cumeron mine, particularly, 
have sampled to 72 per cent, of metal, 
(fold and lead, Muestos, and even 
coal hftve aeefi exposed in the great 
Imttcriwoa of thiB grand terrestrial 
Serial; but little was'il known Hint 
' mingled with the limestone of the 
southern rim lay a wonderful body of 
. copper ore. The first discovery of 
importance was October, about 45 
miles north of Williams by Ferdin- 
and tad William Nellis. Soon after 
the winter snows fell deeply, but the 
prospectors were not deterred by the 
cold, and the traveler through the 
* pine and cedar forests of I tie region 
now rarely finds himself distant 
from a monument marking the bor- 
ders of a mining claim. 

Little more than the statutory as- 
sessment and location work has been 
flono on any of the claims, and the 
deepest workings arc yet only about 
40 feet. What might be called the 
"pay streak" of the district lies im- 
mediately north of Williams, at a 
distance of about 45 miles, thence 
.continuing northward, three miles 
wide, to the Grand canyon rim, 15 
miles distant. 

Throughout this "pay 6treak" the 
j- ores are constant ia values, quality 
*T and character. As before stated, the 
ores are mainly carbonate in the 
.malachite and azurite forms, with 
_,blaek and yellow oxides and here and 
"there a trace of copper pyrite. They 
f-e found only where the limestone 
ih&s been disturbed through volcanic 
r acjion, and never where the stratifi- 
cation has remained regular. They 
are invariably closely associated with 
the limestone, and run high in iron, 
forming a combination that carries 
its own flux to the smelter. The per- 
centages of copper run high. I have 
1 Sjffen many large specimens of the 
V ."surface rock that assay to 50 per 
cent., and have good authority for the 
statement that the ore on the dumps 
of the main claims will exceed 20 per 
cent. It might be instanced that the 
ores of the Lake Superior districj.are 
profitable when they run even as low 
as 10 pounds of copper to the ten. 

The ore lies horizontally, o< m arly 
so, and its depth has not been as- 
certained. Perhaps an indication of 
it all might be found in consideration 
of the fact that the carboniferous 
limestone that caps the region is at 
no place on the canyon less than 800 
feet in depth. It is fair to presume 
that the copper .permeates this stra- 
tum at least, and the general im- 
pression among the miners is that 
the district is destined to have the 
deepest workings of any in the west. 
The copper has been vomited from 
the depths of the earth, and has 
found lodgment in the riven lime 
and sandstone rocks, spreading out, 
branch-like", from the clefts of the 
principal eruptions. Then nature, 
with her iron, lime and oxygen, 
latched the sulphur away. Perhaps 
this would account for the presence 
intheimmediatevicinityofgreit beds 
of sulphate of lime, gypsum.— Den- 
ver Republican.

VICTORIANS REGAL RIGHT. 



Several newspapers, in explaining 
to their readers how (>iieen. Victoria 
came to succeed William IV., say it 
was because she was his niece. That 
is the truth, says the Boston Trans- 
cript, but only half the truth, for 
William IV. had nephews and other 
nieces. George III.'s first, second, 
third and fourth sons' were respect- 
ively the prince of Wales, afterward 
George IV., who died childless in 
1830; Frederick, duke of York, who 
died in 1827, also without children: 
William, duke of Clarence, who died 
William IV., June 20, 1837, without 
lawful issue, and Edward, duke of 
Kent and Strathearn, and earl of 
Dublin, who died January 23, 1820, 
aged 53, leaving as the sole issue of 
his marriage with Princess Victoria 
of Leiningen, a baby daughter, now 
Queen Victoria. The queen suc- 
ceeded William IV. not beeau.-e sin- 
was simply his niece, but because -lie 
was the only child of the brother 
next to him in the order of succes- 
sion. Had Queen Victoria had a 
brother she would in all probability 
not have been a personage of histor- 
ical celebrity, save in the contingency 
of succeeding him. Her rights were 
those that devolved on. her from her 
father. At the time she succeeded to 
the throne her uncles — the duke of 
Cumberland, of Sussex and Cam- 
bridge- -were living, younger broth- 
ers of her father and junior to him in 
the line of succession in the order 
named. The duke of Cumberland 
(who became king of Hanover on the 
death of William 1 V.) was an man of 
inch despotic temper and principles 
that all England cherished Prin- 
cess Victoria as -landing between it 
aud his succession to the throne. He 
had lawful issue, as bad Hie duke of 
Cambridge. The duke of Sussex, a 

most estimable man, married twice, 

but these unions being repugnant to 
the provisions of the royal marriage 
ai t. all the children were barred from 
theh'oeofeuci ession.

Hel 1 a Young Reporter a Prise 
for Saveral Hours. 

was reminded the other day of 
one of the most horrible, experiences 
in my career, says a writer in the 
Macon (Ua.) Telegraph. A brief en 
gagement on a skirmish line during 
the war was a picnic alongside of it, 
One hot Sunday afternoon several 
years, ago, when the late Bill Foster 
was jailer at the old Fourth street 
jail I called on him in the pursuit 
of news, for 1 was punning news in 
those days for my daily bread.

Foster was doing the honors, and so 
busy was he with them that he al- 
lowed me to run upstairs alone and 
talk to the prisoners, and while thus 
engaged, forgetting all about me, Ik 
went away with the visitors. W hen 1 
had gathered all the news 1 wanted 1 
started downstairs, to he met at. the 
bottom of the stairs by Foster's most 
ferocious dog, a regular terror. This 
dog had been trained to allow any- 
body to come into the jail, but no one 
could leave unless accompanied hv 
the jailer. He signaled me to stop. 
I stopped. Having tittered the worn- 
ing, he stretched his ugly self in the 
doorwav and pretended . to sleep, 
though T could see he had one ur- 
ribje eve on me. How long 1 played 
the role of a marble statue I do not 
know, but it seemed an age, but hv 
lowering myself about the sixteenth 
of an inch per minute I finally 
reached a sitting posture without Wt« 
citing suspicion on the part of my 
pitcher. The afternoon was fright- 
fully hot, and the perspiration fairly 
rolled from me.

A MOORISH EXECUTION. 

Murdsrsr of • Christian ghot and 
Regarded at a Martyr. 

A correspondent at Tangier gives 
the following account of the execu- 
tion of a native for the murder of 
H«rr Haesner, n Gorman hanker, in 
Decomlwr last: The circumstances 
of the murder have remained ex- 
tremely mysterious. The (iernian 
legation here put pressure on the 
^Jocal authorities. After a short time 
a woman went over to Gibraltar for 
safety, and sent, word from then; 
that she could throw light on the 
affair. Upon her information three 
men — a Spaniard and two Moors — 
•were arrested and thrown into the 
kasbar (prison). Here they were 
'Wrtured by the thumbscrew, and the 
Spaniard confessed. lie, however, 
was claimed by the Spanish authori- 
ties, and what has become of him I do 
not know. The other two were kept 
in prison. They lay 
and foot by a heavy three-inch chain 
iu a small' dungeon, where they re 
lumnod in almost pitch darkness 
from the end of December, with noth- 
ing to eat but bread and water, and 
very little of that. Of course, had not 
the murdered man been an European 
littlo would have been heard of the 
matter. A message then came from 
the sultan that one of the m< 
to be shot. Tnc basha, who is 
; thority here, desired this to be carried 
out in private, but the German min 
lister insisted upon a public cxecu 
jtion. On the day of the execution I 
iwent down to the Soko (market 
Iplace). About a dozen Europei 
-only were present, and among them 
were two French ladies on horseback. 
[A posso of soldiers soon marched 
through the gateway, having in their 
midst the condemned man himself, 
seated on a donkey, with his feet 
'chained together, i think he was too 
'much dazed to comprehend fully all 
that was passing. The prisoner w 
itaken, unresisting, off the donkey ,and 
made to kneel with his face away 
r jCrpm the soldiers. Two of the 11 
■•.were told otf to shoot him. They 
'fused, upon which the basha'* head 
man with asperity reaped 
.order. Then they walked up to 
within five yards of the prisoner and 
fired two shots into his back. He 
rolled over, but was not dead. His 
'bdfiyj continued twitching spasmodic- 
ally 'for full five minutes, when an 
Order was given to dispatch him fin- 
ally, whereupon one of the men 
'walked up to him, placed a gun close 
to his head and fired. The corpse 
was buried in sacred groum" 
i fcie Moors, even the authorities, 
ylsha included, looked upon the 
iprisoneras a martyr. Why, they asked, 
•should a good Mohammedan die for 
a dog of a Christian? The feeling is 
.universal, and if it were not for the 
legations, Europeans would not be 
very safe. — London Times. 

"BLUE BLOOD." 

Expres^fo^ Had Its O igin from ths 
Moorish Invasion of Spain, 

The Baltimore Sun gives this ac- 
count of the origin of a commor 
phrase : 

Blue blood, in the sense of aristo- 
cratic blood, is from the Spanish 
"aangre azul," which impli 
notion that some, of the oldest and 
proudest families of Spain, neve 
tainted by intermarriage with th< 
Moorish invaders, kept their blood 
of purer tint than that of the com- 
mon people. William II. Preseott 
the American historian, in one of 
his works on Spanish history, speak 
of the "anxiety shown by the modern 
Spaniard to prove that the sangre 
azul, blue blood, flows through his 
veins, uucontam mated by any Moor- 
ish or Jewish taint." Beforo the in- 
vasion of the Moors the king and 
nobles of Spain were almost without 
exception descendants of the Gothic 
.conquerors of the I'yrenean penin- 
sula, who retained the blonde hair 
aijja the pale complexion of the Ger- 
man race. Among the fair-haired 
people the veins of the skin are usual- 
ly visible, on the hand as well as upon 
the forehead. They appear of a blu- 
ish tint, while the blood vessels of the 
dark-haired races, with olive-colored 
complexion, cannot be seen through 
the akin. The ignorant masses of the 
8tibjugated tribes believed the blood 
of the blonde races to bo really blue. 
Speaking of families of "blue blood" 
•meant the ruling class.tho aristocracy 
of the nation. Lamartine, the French 
poet, in figurative language, men- 
tions "the red blood of the Gauls and 
the blue blood of the Germans."

On every hand there is a universal 

cry for rain. The continued dry 
weather has beeu interrupted only by 
occasional showers. In some portions 
of North Christian there has not been 
a good rain siuce April. 

The soil is sandy and does not hold 
moisture and the fight showers early 
in the summer hardly wet the ground 
two inches deep. The corn crop ex- 
cept in the lowlands is almost a total 
failure uorth of town. As there is 
but little wheat in that section, this 
a very serious matter. It meaus 
that there will be no corn to fatten the 
logs, to feed stock or make bread 
and it will bring hardship and priva- 
tion to many families. All over the 
county the late corn has been cut 
short and even the early planting was 
seriously hurt by the lack of rain 
while the ears were filling out. 

Tobacco crops too are very Bhort 
and lacking in quality. It is com- 
paratively tree from worms but the 
acreage is not only small but the yield 
will be far below the average. 

Pastures have dried up and late 
crops like turnips and peas will do no 
good. 

Streams everywhere are going dry 
and in some neighborhoods stock 
have to be driven miles to water, and 
drinking water hauled from distant 
springs. 

Both branches of Little River above 
the city a few miles are dry and no 
longer running. The four large 
springs near the city flowing into the 
river are supplying all of the water 
used by the Waterworks Company. 
How long they will do this is a prob- 
lem that is beginning to receive at- 
tention. The company hopes to get 
through without curtsiliug its supply 
to consumers, but 325,000 gallons are 

>eing used daily aud that is a great 
deal of water to take from a stream
